Characteristic of in- 
struction, thoroughness — Discipline, mild and firm — Order, perfect— 
Progress very commendable—a most excellent school. 


WINTER SEssion—Same Teacher, Mrs. 8. M. Kennard. Length of | 
session 11 weeks; whole number 42; average 32. The high apprecia- 
tion of the school at the close of the Summer session was fully sus- 
tained at the close of the Winter session. An average attendance of 
47 scholars is something unusual. Such an attendance through snow 
and rain, mud and cold, could not have been secured without some 
pleasant attractions. It is hoped, if the services of Mrs. K. can be se- 
cured another year, the District will choose a certainty to an uncertainty.

His govern 
ment was mild, and he was always affable in his intercourse with his 
pupils. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 

We congratulate the Prudential Committees on their success in se* 
curing such excellent teachers. ‘The schools during the entire year 
have been a complete success. It is hoped this fact may be remembered 
by those whose duty it may be to employ teachers the year to come, It 
is a great misfortune to fail of securing a good teacher, and if one can be 
secured who has been highly successful, no personal consideration should 
be allowed to prevent a reelection. __ 

The Committee would call attention to the fact that several boys 
who should have been at school were a large portion of the time strol- 
ling about the school house or in the fields or at the stores, to the great 
annoyance of the neighbors and inconvenience to the teachers. The 
effect on the other boys in school is bad. The efforts of the teacher and 
superintendent to persuade their parents to send them regularly have 
proved unavailing. 

fn District No. 2, frequent allusion was made by the teachers, and 
not without reason, of the wretched condition of the schoolhouses. 
While that in No. 1, is a model building for comfort and convenience, 
these are as noted for their discomfort and inconvenience. How long 
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the children who attend these schools are to continue to endure the 

torture of cramped limbs and the extremes of cold and heat, ren # 
for those who have children to send to determine. But it certai [ 
hard for teachers,and scholars to be subjected six hours in the dé 
such painful inconvenience.
